BABTHQUAKE SHOCKS AT TACOMA 


The Cone of tho Mountain Has 


Fallen iu and Smoke Can be 


Seen KiBiug. 


SIATTUC, November 21.— Great excite* 


meat has been caused throughout the 
Paget Suund country hy what IB looked 
upon by many as an eruption of Mount 
Tacoma or Kanier, 14,444 feet high, and 
one or tho loftiest peaks in the United 
States. 
The mountain has certainly 


been strangely transformed. The creat 
of the great monarch of the Cascades 
haa changed, the conu having fallen in 
and Bteam can be Been rising from a 
crater. There is no eruption, it ia be- 
lieved by thoao most competent to judge, 
bat great masses of rock seem to have 
fallen. The snow capped cone has dis- 
appeared and a sharp pointed peak has 
risen in its place to tho east of the 
crater. The changed appearance of the 
mountain ia evident from the streets of 
Seattle, ninety miles distant, and thou- 
sands of people have watched the great 
peak all the afternoon. But very few 
people have ever ascended the mountain 
and at this season of the year ascension 
is an absolute impossibility aud there is 
no way of making a thorough investiga- ; 
tion of the phcnoinen.

TAOOMA, November 21.— Tonight at 


6:30 o'clock several alight shocks of 
earthquake were felt here. Windows 
were rattled throughout the city. The 
urst shock waa tbe moat severe, being 
accompanied by rumbling noises, as of u 
distant explosion, and simultaneously a 
sheet of flame waa observed in the 
eastern heavens. Inquiry tonigbt de- 
velops the fact that several persona here 
saw smoke arising from Mount Tacouia 
this morning. Professor Fred G. Plum- 
mer, a local scientist who has made a 
special 
study 
of the 
earthquake 


phenomena in tho northwest says: 


"Old Iliaton, the oldest Indian on the 


Fuyallup reservation, said that ho bad 
many times seen fire and smoke coming 
out of Mount Tacouia when he waa a 
boy." 


General John O. Fremont reported on 


November 13, 1843, that Mount Tacoma 
was in eruption. 


According to Professor Holden of the 


Lick Observatory, a violent eruption of 
the mountain occurred October 10, 1873. 
In May, 1880, volumes of smoke were 
observed issuing from a crater. On 
June 17, 1884, jets of steam were ob- 
served 
shooting up ward j from 
the 


mountain nt intervals of one minute. 
Steam was constantly issuing from the 
crater's peak iu volumes varying witli 
tho height of the barometer. 


"It ie interesting to note," says Pro- 


fessor Plummer, "that several of the 
planets, including the oartli, are at 
present in line, a fact which bears out 
the theories of Professor Alexis Perroy 
and others that such conditions are 
favorable to earthquakes and volcanic 
phenomenon. There have been NO far 
iwenty-two largo earthquakes through- 
out tlio world during the months of 
October tind November of the present

netricturea upon the railroad company 
or imposing what they declared to be 
azorbitant freight rates and unfavorable 
:onditionB of transportation. Following 
his discussion the convention passed 
Berwick's resolution urging upon con- 
ireas tho importance of the speedy coin- 
detion of tho Nicaragua canal. 


0. F. Sinurr, general freight agent of 
he Southern Pacific, then citme for- 
ward and addressed the convention in 
a pacific strain, declaring that the inter- 
ests of thu fruit growers of California 
were the interests of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, The speaker was court- 
eously listened to. 


At the afternoon session W.G. Curtis,

They were arrested and told an en- 


Irely different story, and swore out 
ntrraiits for the arrest of Alviso and n 
nan named Curslake, who was with 
iim. In an interview in the Madera 
Mercury, Gould describes the affair.
